Aids Value 
Of Dollar 


. BERN. Feb. 27 ( AP) .— Switeer- 
tond today tightened its curls 
on the inflow of foreign fluids to 
an extent unparalleled in peace- 
time. The measures, combined 
with those announced last Fri- 
day, haft Immediate effect, boost- 
ing the value of the dollar by 
5 per cent

Vance Doubts 
U.S.-Cuba Ties 

WASHINGTON. Feb. 27 <UPI>. 
—Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, 
expressing concern about the 
presence of Cuban troops in 
Africa, told the nation's governors 
today that be does not foresee 
normal relations with Havana in 
the immediate future. 

Mr. Vance also said that rati- 
Ucation of the Panama Canal 
treaties are vital despite Panama's 
human rights policies. He said 
that obtaining normal relations 
with China is the country's goal, 
but the timing has not been work- 
ed out. 

Mr. Vance, appexing before the 
National Governors Conference, 
made the statements In response 
to a question by Republican Gov.

Specifically, the panel is attempt- 
ing to learn whether Mr. Miller 
and the Textron hierarchy were 
aware that Gen. Mohammed Kha- 
fcemi, the late chief of the Iranian 
Air Force and the Shah's brother- 
in-law, was apparently a secret 
owner of Air Tfexi, Bell's sales 
agent

Economic Growth in S. Korea 
Outstrips North, Study Says 


By Don Oberdorfei 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 IWPJ. 

— South. Korea has fax outstripped 
North Korea in economic growth 
In the last decade and for the 
first time since the post-World 
War n partition leads the North 
economically on a per - person 
basis, according to a new CIA 
study. 

If Seoul's export markets hold 
up as anticipated and there Is no 
large-scale war on the Korean 
peninsula, the dA reported, South 
Korea should emerge in the early 
1980s with an economy nearly 
three times as large as in the 
North and a per capita gross na- 
tional product one third greater. 

Economic Gap 

The economic race between the 
two Koreas Is of major impor- 
tance resulting from the planned 
withdrawal of U.S. ground troops 


from South Korea during the next 
five years. 

Some TTA observers have in- 
terpreted South Korea's growing 
economic strength as proof that 
Seoul can take care of itself. But 
others argue that the prospect of 
a widening economic gap may 
impel North Korea to resort to 
military force to achieve unifica- 
tion sooner rather than later. 

The unclassified report publish- 
ed last month by the CIA's Na- 
tional Foreign. Assessment Center 
did not deal with the UjS. troops- 
wlthdrawal issue, nor did it con- 
sider political cohesion or eco- 
nomic equality, both of which are 
believed to be greater in the 
North than in the South. 

The study cited North Korea’s 
heavier military emphasis as a 
reason for its poorer economic 
Showing.

But Mr. Sylvester 
denied any specific knowledge of 
a Khatemi role in the decision- 
making process.

supply division made more than 
$3001)00 in questionable payments 
between 1972 and 1976. The 

company's Talon Fastener divi- 
sion made $396,000 In such pay- 
ments during the same period, the 
audltcss' records show. 

Precision Bearings 

In addition, these records dis- 
close that the Hasnir divi sion , a 
producer of precision bearings, 
had been making questionable 
payments for nearly 20 years. The 
records also say that the pay- 
ments were known to members 
of the division's top management 
and that the payments were not 
considered questionable by the 
company as late as 1976. 

Finally, the records indicate 
that the Bell Helicopter supply 
center in Amsterdam, which 
manufactures spare parts for 
helicopters, made at least one 
$80,312 payment to Bell's Pakis- 
tani agent, Baksh & 

Sons Ltd., through the agent's 
Swiss bank account.

— The Department of Energy Is 
drafting a program to develop 
synthetic oil and natural gas and 
other alternative energy sources 
as a means of reducing UB. de- 
pendence on conventional fuels 
after 1985. 

As now envisioned, the pro- 
gram. which amounts to a second 
phase in the Carter administra- 
tion's energy strategy, would em- 
phasize the development of half 
a dozen innovative processes— 
such as the conversion of coal to 
an cil-like liquid fuel and to a 
form of natural gas— that are not 
now eco n o mi c a l but might be- 
come 60 if oil prices begin to rise 
rapidly. 

Precise targets and costs for 
the program have not yet been 
determined, but planners are talk- 
ing about adding the equivalent 
of 2 million to 4 million barrels a 
day of oil to the nation's simply 
by 1990 for an investment of $30 
billion to $40 billion. This rep- 
resents 10 to 20 per cent of the 
current oil demand. 

The plan is being drafted by a 
small team of planners wbo have 
been Instructed to produce by 
April l a memorandum that 
would outline some of the op- 
tions, particularly those attain- 
able by 1990. 

2020 Strategy 

Later in the year a national 
supply strategy will look as far 
ahead as 2020 and will be far 
more specific as to targets, goals 
and initiatives. 

The two documents also are ex- 
pected to pave the way for a re- 
vision of the national energy plan 
released last April The new doc- 
ument, expected early next year, 
would incorporate some elements 
of the supply strategy but also 
would represent a second attempt 
to win approval for parts of the 
national energy plan that were 
rejected last year, according to 
knowledgeable officials.

U.S. officials said that the 
United States has a substantial 
lead over the Soviet Union In 
three areas in the precision- 
guided munitions field — target 
sensors, guidance systems and 
warheads. 

West German, British, French, 
Belgian and Norwegian industries 
have produced 14 advanced wea- 
pons systems that will be evaluat- 
ed in fiscal 1979. 

Two other munitions that are 
expected to blunt the Soviet 
Union's three-to-one superiority 
in tanks are the Sabot anti-armor 
round for the main gun of the 
new u.S. XM-l tank and the 
high-velocity, automatic-loading 
76-mm gun firing an improved 
round. 

To improve allied cooperation 
in weapons procurement, the 
Defense Department must respect 
a new regulation that requires the 
services to consider other devel- 
opments within NATO before 
starting on a new weapon.

Submfted to Congress 

Energy officials say that the 
plan will be submitted to Congress 
for consideration but that, aside 
from money, no major legislative 
authority will be needed. The of- 
ficials expect that some money In 
the recently proposed budget for 
the 1979 fiscal year will need to 
be diverted to the new effort and 
that the plan will form the basis 
for the 1980 Department of Ener- 
gy budget. 

The heart of the strategy Is in-

Detailed Analysis 

The national energy supply 
strategy also is expected to in- 
clude a detailed analysis of the 
future world energy situation 
under a variety of economic as- 
sumptions.

N.Y. College Says 
1 in 3 Needs Help 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27 '.NYTl - 
One of every five classes taken 
hy freshmen and sophomores at 
the City University of New York 
is in a remedial course, and the 
cost of this noncredit work is st 
least $30 million a year, according 
to a study by the university’s 
Office of Academic Affairs. 

Officials estimate that more 
than one of every three students 
entering the City University each 
year needs remedial work in basiu 
academic areas. 

The study found that in 1970, 
the first year of open admissions. 
28 per cent of the students enter- 
ing senior colleges and 30 per cent 
at community colleges needed re- 
medial work. No comparable date 
are available for subsequent years, 
hut officials say that the picture 
has, if anything, become slightly 
worse, with a few c omm u nit r- 
college freshmen reading as low 
as the fourth or fifth-grade level. 
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The Miners and the Contract 


The coal strike baa arrived at a settle- 
ment— tout It remains to to be seen whether 
the settlement will stick. Now the contract 
goes to the miners for ratification, and the 
outcome Is anything but certain. The White 
House staff, In the manner of all White 
House staffs, is claiming a great victory for 
vigorous presidential leadership. But Pres- 
ident Carter himself Is a good deal more 
cautious. 

He urged the miners to approve the con- 
tract, in the national interest as well as in 
their own. If they don’t, Mr. Carter will 
have to fall back on the "drastic action” that 
he had threatened over last week. But the 
prospects for an imposed solution are not 
good. If the miners accept the contract— 
as Mr. Carter and. Incidentally, the union 
leadership hope — many broad questions of 
equity will still remain unresolved. Because 
tlhe union and the coal companies have dem- 
onstrated that they are not able to settle 
their differences without government inter- 
vention, the federal government's job as ref- 
eree has not ended. 

A contract does not guarantee peace in 
the coal industry. Last summer, you may 
remember, there was a wave of wildcat 
strikes throughout the Appalachians. The 
strikes cut the How of royalties into the 
health fund; as a result, benefits were cut, 
and that. In torn, incited more strikes, it 
would not happen again In precisely the 
same way since, under the new contract, the 
companies are to guarantee the benefits. 
But the contract would also require a charge 
far care that until now has been free, which 
seems to many miners to be an Infringement 
of their accustomed rights. 

* * * 

To keep production steadily rising, and to 
keep absenteeism low. will require continu- 
ous attention to these long-dispoted Issues 
of benefits, work rules and health and safety 
standards. Mr. Carter has promised to set 
up a commission. The general reaction has 
been groans from the companies and jeers 
from the miners. They have seen too many 


studies and recommendations. But a bit of 
Interest from outsiders, between crises. Is not 
necessarily a bad Idea. If Mr. Carter wants 
his commission taken seriously, he will have 
to demonstrate that he takes It seriously 
himself. That requires him to appoint re- 
spected people, and soon. 

Even to get the settlement to its present 
highly conditional stage, Mr. Carter has had 
to make a series of significant concessions. 
He Is not to be blamed for it; he probably 
had no alternative. But candor compels 
listing the Ingredients on the label. From 
the beginning the administration has made 
It clear that this contract is to be regarded 
as an exception to any wage-restraint pol- 
icy. The wage increase will be passed rapidly 
along to the buyers of coal, and from them 
to the buyers of steel and electricity. Con- 
ventional anti-inflationary rules do not up- 
ply. for the present, to fuel and energy. 

* * * 

The companies bad their own reasons for 
giving in to the President. For example, 
his trade representative. Robert Strauss, was 
on the phone to the steel Industry, which, 
through its captive mines, strongly Influ- 
enced the coal bargaining. The price of 
coal Is a secondary concern to the steel In- 
dustry these days. Its primary Interest Is 
federal policy on the limitation of Imports 
of steeL 

Whether the coal contract constitutes 
victory for Mr. Carter Is a question that 
can’t he answered. Certainly be was right 
to get Into the negotiations, and certainly 
they moved faster and better than would 
have been possible without him But the 
test isn’t whether a contract gets signed, or 
even ratified. The real test is whether the 
contract leads, in coming months, to rising 
coal production for the country, an improv- 
ing safety record In the mines and a decline 
In strikes and disruptions by angry miners 
who believe they have no other way to make 
themselves heard.

Offshore Oil 


The last legal obstacle to long-delayed oil 
and gas exploration in the Baltimore Canyon 
area off the coast of New Jersey has been 
removed— but doubts about possible environ- 
mental damage remain unresolved. Mare 
than 18 months ago the federal government 
leased exploration and development rights to 
the oil and gas companies. A lawsuit filed 
by local officials and environmentalists 
blocked the project. Initially, a federal 
Judge canceled the leases because environ- 
mental protections were a “charade.” But 
that decision was overturned on appeal, and 
last week, by refusing to bear the case, the 
Supreme Court ended the Impasse. 

The court's action brings relief to oil and 
drilling companies which paid more than 
$1.1 billion for the leases and claimed to be 
losing millions of dollars a week because of 
the delays. Now there are hopes that sig- 
nificant offshore deposits will be found that 
will reduce the need for Imported oil. 

The impending rush to exploit the Balti- 
more Canyon area, however, underscores the 
need for prompt congressional passage of 
new legislation governing energy develop- 
ment on the outer Continental Shelf. A 
blowout, a pipeline rupture, or an oil tanker 
spill could do grave damage to beaches and 
fishing. As Suffolk County (N.T.) executive 


John Klein rightly put it: "We have ex- 
hausted our judicial and administrative 
remedies and now it Is up to Congress to 
give us some protection.” 

The House and the Senate have passed 
versions of a new outer Continental Shelf 
act. The chief differences concern proposed 
changes In bidding procedures and the ex- 
tent to Which the government can become 
Involved In exploratory drilling. Both bills 
would increase environmental safeguards 
and give coastal states a greater voice in 
planning. 

This -legislation should be cleared by Con- 
gress as soon as possible. Far one thing, at 
least some of the provisions would probably 
apply retroactively to the Baltimore Canyon 
development— provided the law is enacted 
before certain phases of exploration or devel- 
opment begin. For another, all of the pro- 
visions could be made to apply to pending 
leases rales off the coasts of Massachusetts 
and Georgia — again, provided the law is 
enacted before the sales are made. Only by 
passing a law that offers better protection 
against oil spills can Congress defuse the 
concerns that have slowed development of 
a potentially useful energy source.

A democracy which cannot change its 
government Is no democracy. A democratic 
constitution that cannot cope with the 
wishes of the people Is not an Institution 
worth preserving.

for damages suffered when an 
Official performed “a discretionary 
function.” Weinstein held that 
the ex c epti o n did not apply when 
an official act was Illegal, as he 
found the mail-opening was. He 
said: 

“There is no discretion under 


our system to conceive, "plan and 
execute an illegal program.” 

The government brief also 
argues that this case falls within 
a Tort Claims Act exclusion of 
suits tor “toss, miscarriage or neg- 
ligent transmission of letters.” It 
says that these letters “miscar- 
ried." 

Of coarse the Justice Depart- 
ment has the right to appeal. 
Tim question is whether it is wise 
to do so In such a case— wise to 
press an argument as petty as 
the idea that opening end copy- 
ing personal letters is just “mis- 
carriage” of the mail. 

There is a special irony to this 
case. Many victims of govern- 
ment illegality have sued the 
Individual officials responsible. 
Attorney General Griffin Bell 
regards such suits as too burden- 
some. He has proposed legislation 
to bar. them and make everyone 
sue the government itself far 
damages. Here, three people did 
exactly that, and Griffin Ben tens 
them that they may have a right 
but they don't have a remedy.

i|«TnGCR--Throiighout the rest 
lfL ^ west Germany It stiU 
appears to be a matter of intense 
speculation when— and even if 
Leonid Brezhnev will visit Bonn. 

But down here in the southern 
reaches of the Federal Republic 
tw. question has suddenly lost 
its urgency. 

It doesn’t really matter any- 
more, considering that Alfons 
Goppel has enjoyed a triumphant 
trip to Moscow, climaxed last 
Friday by a lengthy meeting and 
- TrJmyig- of views with premier 
Al exe* Kosygin on a variet y of 
matters, including the neutron 
bomb. 

Granted that Kosygi n Isn’ t 
President and party leader Brezh- 
nev. but nevertheless . . . 

For those of you out there who 
may not know, Alfons Goppel is 
the premier at Bavaria and be 
was accompanied on hte 
formal visit to the Kremlin by 
no less than three members of 
his cabinet. A fourth was wan- 
dering about somewhere on his 
own to Moscow, and a filth— the 
wiiwtator of finance — is scheduled 
to fly there this week. 

It may appear to some as the 
start of a new round of secret 
Balkan diplo m acy (Bavaria is, 
after all, toe anteroom to the 
Balkans *. But. ostensibly at 
least, it is far more innocent: a 
thr ee - week exhibit of Bavarian 
culture, folklore and industrial 
prowess, replete with beer, sau- 
sages, pretzels, a Berchtesgaden 
brass dirndled and 

leather-breeched schuhplattler 
dancers performing sot far from 
Red Square. 

The official purpose is to boost 
the export of Bavarian goods, 
which happen to include the out- 
put of some of West Germany's 
hugest blue-chip corporations, to 
toe Soviet Union. Moreover, the 
show is being staged in protocol- 
dictated response to a Soviet 
space and science exhibition held 
here to Munich a couple of years 
ago. 

But it does raise some intrigu- 
ing questions. 

In Common 

For example, what do Bava- 
rians and Russians have to com- 
mon besides » profusion of onion- 
domed churches or, as mem- 
ber of toe delegation nmfM*d be- 
fore departure test week, “a cer- 
tain peasant earthiness, frank- 
ness, disdain for diplomatic pala- 
ver and good natural brusque- 
ness?” 

Well, as Goppel pointed out. 
Bavarian troops once did march 
to the gates of toe Kremlin in 
league with Napoleon. But, to 
take the edge off this reminder 
to his hosts, he quickly recalled 
that those royal Bavarians sub- 
sequently switched sides and 
fought together with Ctir Alex- 
ander I all the way to the gates 
of Paris. 


They also share a river— toe 
Danube, which neatly bisects - 
Bavaria and ultimately borders 
along southern Russia before t 
emptying into the Blade Sea. I 
Thanks to a Bavarian canal, cur- r 
rentiy under construction with 
Goppel 's blessing and touted as 
the longest, most expensive and 
most controversial to the world, 
the Danube will give Kualaa 
bargemen access to the Mi i n . 
the Rhine and the North Sea 
by around 1984 . 

Then, too. Bavaria was— after 
Russia itself— actually toe world's 
second “Soviet republic.” To be 
sure, it didn't endure very long— 
from November. 1918. until Feb- 
ruary, 1919. when Its l e ad e r. Kurt 
Eisner, was assassinated by an 
unreconstructed Bavarian aristo- 
crat unwilling to go along with 
toe new republican enter of % 
things. Nonetheless, a Munich ' 
street is still named after Eisner. 

So. there are things In com- 
mon. 

But the more pertinent ques- 
tion may be: What are the Bava- 
rians up to when they stage their 
own show and dispatch a bevy 
of ministers to Moscow? 

The notion that their erstwhile 
Independent kingdom is just an- 
other of West Germany's 10 
states has always rankled them 
And in what seems like a desper- 
ate effort to prove history either 
wrong or innately unfair, they 
strive to be different whenever 
and wherever they can. 

Thus. Bavaria is the only ' 
West German, state with a bi- 
cameral legislature. 

It has its own border police 
which sot only handles passport 
formalities at crossing points but 
guards toe frontier s to East Ger- 
many. Czechoslovakia and Au- 
stria. 

Each night toe Bavarian radio 
network signs off the air with 
toe Bavarian “national" anthem. 

Its ruling political party, toe 
Christian Social Union |CSU>, 
led by toe indomitable Franz- 
Josef Strauss, {days a “sometimes- 
weYe-wito-femiHsometlmbs-we’re- 
not” game with its “big sister,* " 
toe Christian Democratic Union 
(CDUJ— much to the chagrin and 
exasperation, of that party’s lead- 
er. Helmut KohL 

And In recent years, apparent- 
ly with Strauss's blessing and U 
Goppel 's visible delight. Bavarlt ~ 
has been conducting what car ' 
only be described as its own for- 
eign policy. * 

Granted it has no foreign min- 
ister, no embassies, so ambassa- 
dors or diplomatic corps, and con- 
sulates-geoeral are the higbesr 
r anking foreign missions accred- 
ited in Munich.

Officials Insist that high doses 
alone will not cause cancer in 
animals. High doses may poison 
it but will not cause the genetic 
changes inside cells that are 

characteristic of cancer, according 
to several studies. 

A te£t of 120 pesticides and 
industrial ehsmicals in mice at 
high doses found that only 11 
caused tumors, according to the 
FDA science director. Richard 
Bates. "And these chemicals were 
not randomly selected," he em- 
phasized. “The majority were 
picked [for testing] because they 
were already suspected of causing 
cancer." 

Pollutants for Homans 

To regulate the risks or food 
additives, drugs and environ- 
mental pollutants for humans, the 
most valid tests would be those 
done on humans. This is im- 
possible for ethical reasons, but it 
Is also impractical. Cancer takes 
as long as 40 years to show up. 
Many people might be dead from 
other causes before tests bore 
results. 

Larue primates fake chimpanzees, 
even dogs and cats, would be next 
most suitable. But they cost too 
much to b? fed and housed for 
their lifetimes. 

So researchers favor rats, mice, 
hamsters and other small, short- 
lived. easily-uunaged creatures 
That can be inbred to be genet- 
ically identical, generation after 
generation. 

Still, it ecsts on average S750 
to SI .000 a rodent per study. Each 
study requires at least 200 animals 
— half receiving the chemical, half 
receiving no chemical — and 1 a full 
study costs at least 5150,009. Hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands of such 
studies are under way each year. 

High Doses Used 
To further cut costs, high doses 
of the chemicals are used rather 
than the low, naturally occurring 
dose. At Jew doses, many thou- 
sands of animals would be needed 
to find one case of cancer. With 
saccharin, for example, 180,000 
rats would have to be fed at & 
dose level comparable to one diet 
soda a day — rather than at the 
800-a-day level of the test— to find 
one animal with bladder cancer. 

And to increase the chances of 
finding car cmc gens, the experi- 
ments use animals with a High 
natural cancer rate. (To use 
normal animals would risk miss- 
ing a carcinogen, researchers say. » 
Such a n i ma ls are usually prone 
to cancer In only certain organs, 
however, and are used for tests 
of chemicals that are suspected 
of causing cancer in other organs, 
ti) Zas Angel** Timei.

down, Roland Guiselin has gone 
back to being a small, modest 
artisan. 

Mr. Guiselin was commissioned 

to embroider all the coronation 
garments— which took 16,500 em- 
ployee-hoars of work and cost

was the 32-pound coronation robe 
with Its 785,000 pearls, and 1J22 
m i llion beads, all put together 
(me by one and by band.

A uctioneers Debate a Selling Point

last few weeks, there has been 
a growing tendency among auc- 
tioneers to send out printed esti- 
mates with their catalogues. 

Last Octoba-, France's leading 
auctioneering group, the Ader- 
Plcard-Tajan team, started print- 
ing estimates for all their “mod- 
em” master sales, which include 
all works painted after 183a Gay 
Loudmer, the tw** daring wnnng 
senior members of the profes- 
sion, Is now doing it for his sales 
of any consequence regardless of 
category. 

Many will wonder why it took 
the French auctioneers so long to 
Introduce a procedure that their 
British coll e agues had generalized 
by the early 1960s. It has, in fact, 
been sporadically used by the 
Ranch themselves for some items 
that are sold by auction but do 
not belong strictly speaking to the 
ait market: As early as 1963 a 
sale of coins was advertised by a 
catalogue sent out with a sheet of 
painted estimates, or, as the coin 
expert Bnfie Bourgey wrote, an 
“appraisal basis.” 

Principle Adopted 

After a prolonged period of 
hesitation, the principle was 
eventually adopted by all coin 
experts assisting Drouot auc- 
tioneers. 

Next came engravings, for 
which expert Marcel Leconte now 
regularly gives presale estimates 
printed and dispatched with the 
catalogues, but not so Ins col- 
leagues Denise Rousseau or Faule 
Caflac. 

Antiquarian book experts have 
followed suit. While the Laurin- 
GaUloux-Buffetaud-TaOleur sale 
of autographs and authors’ manu- 
scripts held an Dec. 19 at Drouot 
Rive Gauche, a mador sale with 
m anuscripts by Victor Hugo. 
Marcel Proust, and others, had a 
list of estimates prepared by ex- 
pert Pierre Berts, their equally 
important sale of old and modern 
masters held at the Palais d*Orsay 
dr days before had none. 

When It comes to categories in 
which every work Is unique, the 
case Is different. The estimate is 


no longer based on strictly ob- 
jective factors. It b eco me s a 
matter of aesthetic appraisal. 
Even. If the composition, the 
hn.innpj» of a color schema or the 
draftsmanship of a painter can 
be discussed in terms that are 
not merely subjective, it is far 
mere difficult to translate them 
into monetary berms. The price 
of one Monet landscape Is not 
enough to determine the price of 
another Monet landscape, not 
even If they were painted in the 
same year. 

As Etienne Aider, probably the 
most talented auctioneer of his 
generation, who la retiring after 
45 years’ practice, puts It: 
“Printed estimates are not en- 
tirely satisfactory because they 
give a written value to some- 
thing that cannot have one. An 
estimate Is never a limit, only a 
probability.” 

Moreover, Ader points out, esti- 
mates are printed one month be- 
fore the sale and are liable to be 
affected by a number of factors 
in the interval — a discovery, the 
publication, of an article or a 
bock focusing attention, on an 
artist or category, a higher price 
fetched elsewhere, commen ts 
made by respected consmlsBeurs, 
etc. 


forecast by the expert, automat- 
ically considers this as a proof of 
the expat’ s incompetence.

The Real Problm 


Ader, who Is a legalist of the 
old school, adds that since mem- 
bers of Us profession ere by law 
sworn officers of justioe, estimates 
dispatched under their responsi- 
bility could be argued to be legal 
documents. 


His son Antoine, yvho now 
holds the hammer, sees thing * 
differently. "As auction special- 
ists experts should supply all 
available Information to the 
public and publicize estimates, 
not just the actual prices." 

According to him, it is largely 
owing to experts' reluctance that 
printed estimates are not widely 
used. They dread to commit 
themselves In writing and be 
proved wrong by giving a moder- 
ate estimate which win perhaps 
be multiplied three or fourfold. 

“Indeed, "* says Antoine Ader, 
“the public, on seeing an object 
fetch considerably more than was 


GuOkras think* that th* real 
problem is the high estimates that 
sellers would like to force on the 
a u cti o n ee r— not those that are 
obviously dispro p o rti onate but the 
ones are marginally too high 
say by 2C to 25 per cent. The 
work might perhaps just make 
that high price, so that the auc- 
tioneer hesitates to say flatly no, 
but cm the other hand such an 
estimate may discourage other 
buyers from going to the sale or 
giving an ardo-. 

Asked how printed estimates 
puff affect sales, both experts an- 
swer that It depends an the kind 
of sale. Auctions aimed at the 
national market — middle-of-the- 
road 18th-century art and furni- 
ture— do not need them ranch. 
Very minor sales could benefit 
from them, Guilloax says, because 
people with small means are of- 
ten waware how Inexpensive 
some items are. Both concede 
that estimates are musts at the 
top end far auctions of interna- 
tional standing. 

. Such a mood in the younger 
generation suggests that the sys- 
tem. will change. But first their 
80 colleagues must realise that a 
prospective buyer sitting- in New 
York might more easily be 
prompted to send an order if he 
had an estimate before him.

Last week, 
the company gave what appeared to be Its first material 
disclosure of any sucb plan, when the Los Angeles Times 
printed an interview GHT, Feb, 22> with AMC President 
Gerald Mepers In which he was quoted as saying he expected 
the company to form a 'combination, alliance or affiliation" 
with an. unidentified foreign auto company this year. 

The major points of the article were later confirmed by 
company public-relations officials, including vice-president 
Frank Hedge. 

On Friday, however, both Mr. Meyers and Mr. Hedge 
backed away from earlier comments made by them or at- 
tributed to them.

Under two new methods of cal- 
culating prices, they rose at a 
9.6 per emit seasons ily-adjusted- 
annimi rate last month, for the 
biggest increase since April of last 
year. 

The sharp January increase 
comes after relatively modest 4.8- 
per-cent increases at a seasonally 
adjusted-annual rate in November 
and December. 

President Carter's spokesman, 
Jody Powell, said the White Bouse 
still sees no change in the na- 
tion’s underlying inflation rate of 
between 6 and 6.5 per cent in 
1977. Mr. Powell said “several 
nonrecurring factors," inclu ding 
the rise in toe wiiTiijrp iw T wage, 
contributed to the latest rise. 

However, Commissioner of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics Julius 
ShlsUn termed toe sharp January 
rise “a cause for concern." 

"We had a very strong and 
widespread rise in prices ” he said. 
Hie increase was "no surprise” 
because it followed strong rises in 
wholesale prices over the past few 
months.

CLEVELAND. Feb. 27 (AP-

continue to order machine tools 
at a strong rate, which' promises 
increasing shipments of these 
ma ch i n e s as the year progresses. 

Orders for machine tools, 
which are used to shape metal 
parte for products ranging from 
airplane engines to auto bodies, 
slipped only about 1 per cent in 
January from December's un- 
usually high level, maintaining 
the sales momentum picked up 
in the last two months of 1ST. 

January orders totaled $315. n 
million, according to toe Na- 
tional Machine Tool Builders’ 
Association, down slightly from 
$318.7 million in December but 
E 8- per-cent higher than the 
$199.6 milium of the year-earlier 
month. By comparison, orders 
for most months of 1977 ranged 
from just under $200 million to 
about $265 million. 

January is normally a low 
shipment month because pro- 
ducers make a major effort in 
the final weeks of toe year to 
complete and ship as many ma- 
chines as posable. That im- 
proves sales and earnings for the 
year just ending and cuts year- 
end Inventories, but it leaves few 
nearly complete machines to 
finish up ami ship in January.

C 5RTAINLT the 

chologists‘’ were always ludi- 
crously at sea in their analyses 
of Richard Nixon, says the far- 
mer White House chief of staff 
H. R. Haideman in his woodsnly 
written but revelation-studded 
account of the Watergate scandal. 
“The rcnris of Power.” But not 
even two men who knew Nixon 
"almost as well and almost as 
long as I did" were able "to hit 
the nail on the head" in their 
assessments of the former presi- 
dent's character. He is not a 
retire composed of light and dark 
layers, as the former White 
House speechwrker William Sa- 
fin; described him. Nor Is he 
what another speechwriter. Ray 
Price, compared him to— a bat- 
tlefield on which light and dark 
farces waged constant war with 
one another. No. what Nixon 
really is. says Haldeman — are you 
ready for this — is "a multifacet- 
ed quartz crystal” made up of 
some facets that are "bright and 
shining” and others that are 
"dark and mysterious." Pseudo- 
psychologists of the world, take 
that! 

Tills metaphor— which proves 
useless to Its creator In any case, 
since he refers throughout the 
remainder of his book to Nixon's 
dark and light sides as if there 
were only the two of them — 
would be merely laughable in its 
superficiality and incongruity If 
it weren't so at odds with every- 
thing else In Haldeman ’s book. 
True, he would have us believe 
that all is as simple and clearcut 
as crystal Take his assessment 
of the Watergate, for instance. 

His final judgment of the 
break-in to the Democratic Na- 
tional Commit lee Headquarters 
bcils (torn to approximately this: 
It was really nothing at alL be- 
cause fa) there was nothing to 
be gotten from an office that 
was really only window-dressing, 
ib) every cthar presidential ad- 
ministration. going back to at 
least Kennedy engaged in the 
same sort of "political” skirmish- 
ing, fc) the energies expended 
in dealing with its consequences 
represented a tiny fraction of 
those put out b; the Nixon ad- 
ministration, most of which went 
Into making the presidency 
stronger, the country more pros- 
perous, and the world a safer 
place to live In, and (d * it didn't 
hurt anyone except those who 
perpetrated it 

Or take Haldeman ‘s account 
of his relationship to the quartz 
crystal He presents himself as a 
loyal Roman soldier who willing- 
ly fell on his sword when the 
time came to do sa He implies 
that he wrote this book because 
he was. disappointed with the 
Nuton-FTost television interviews 
and felt the record should be set 
straight, if only to dear the way 
for future historians to judge the

damaging to Nixon. When he 
turns to the “lighter" side of 
Nixons character, he describes 
things that, if different, are 
darker than the facets on the 
•■darker" side. 

Why did Haldeman write "The 
Ends of Power." with its curious 
tttce that raises the qu e st i on of 
whose ends are being served . 
here? Some will agree wtth the 
author that he is simply set tiny 
the record straight — and so hi 
may be with a vengeance: Th: 
details on Watergate are fasci 
sating, highly plausible, and * 
a long way toward clearing 
certain central mysteries. Other 
will say he Is merely exonerate; 
himself— that he is not on*.: 
minimizing his admitted culpabii 
Ity, but also attempting to dispr 
his image as a ruthless, power 
loving “Teuton." Still others wil 
cry that he Is only getting re 
venge on his former master— tha 
for all his protestations of loyal 
ty to the president, he profound 
ly resented Nixon's obsessiof 
with me. me. me. And still othec 
will sneer that the book wa. 
written to make money 1 am 
that despite Haldeman ‘s elain 
that "No one other than thc& 
Who brought ... the Watergat 
break-in... about was personal!; 
hurt by it in any way.” its prof 
Its ought to go to the America; 
people). 

The motives of "The Ends o 
Power” seem to me so mulctpl 
and at cros&purposas with on 
another that 1 wouldn't knot 
what to agree with. But the bool 
certainly goes to show that H 
R. Haldeman was not the robot 
computer he says he tried !■ 
make of himself In his capacU; 
as Nixon'S “no-man." and tha 
there Is more to the most ord) 
nary human being than there 1 
to a piece of rock.

Perhaps the co mm o nes t source 
of bidding confusion far players 
below the expeut level conc erns 
the world’s most popular con- 
vention.

Congress Opens Investigation of the NCAA 


NEW YORK, Peb. 27 CNYT3. — 
A congressional subcommittee 
that has been investigating the 
National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation since late October began 
public hearings In Washington 
today. At first, the hearings will 
focus on the NCAA’s methods of 
investigation and punishment of 
colleges, coaches and athletes 
suspected of violating association 
rules. 

J. Brent Clark, an attorney and 
a former member of the NCAA 
enforcement staff, was scheduled 
to be the first witness before the 
House subcommittee on oversight 
and investigations. He was ex- 
pected to tdl the subcommittee 
that the NCAA has a policy of 
"selective punishment” under 
which certain major colleges are 
never questioned or penalised by 
the NCAA when they are charged 
with rules infractions. 

Target Determinations 

The 'he a rin g! * will continue to- 
morrow and are expected to last 
through the spring. There will be 
one or two public sessions every 


three or four weeks to determine, 
among other t hing s: 

• W hether the pg rm-it.ifrg a nwCTd 
by the NCAA against member 
colleges, coaches and athletes are 
fair and equitable. 

• Whether the NCAA provides 
due process for colleges, coaches 
and athletes under investigation. 

• Whether the NCAA la violat- 
ing antitrust laws. 

Rep. John Moss, D -Calif., the 
Subcommittee's chai rman, said,

allegations of what is regarded by 
many as an arbitrary, somewhat 
autocratic organization that deals 
with the athletes and. institutions 
as though they had minimal 
rights. There is a question as to 
the adequacy of hearing proce- 
dures. whether there is any 
significant due process Involved In 
methods used by the NCAA in 
imposing penalties utih under- 
taking its general regulatory 
f unctions ** 

Program Accused 

The most celebrated recent 
case of NCAA penalty action has 


been that involving Jerry Tar- 
kaalan, the basketball coach who 
was dism is sed by the University 
of Nevada, Las Vegas, last year 
on the strong “recommendation” 
of the NCAA, which said It found 
his program guilty of violations 

But Tarkanian obtained a per- 
manent injunction against the 
dianbaal from a Nevada judge 
who said the association’s evi- 
dence against the ccach was 
“total 100 per cent hearsay, with- 
out a scrap of documentation in 
substantiation. The evidence 
shows that every fundamental 
principle pertaining to the 
plaintiffs due-process rights was 
violated.” 

The University of Nevada, Las 
Vegas, basketball program, how- 
ever was placed on a two-year 
probation by the NCAA last 
August and this remains in effect 
with Tarkanian coaching the 
team.

So when she 
had the opportunity, she finally 
asked Christian Gehnnann wheth- 
er birth control pills really could 
Improve the performances of wom- 
en athletes in track and field. 

“I thought it sounded crazy," 
the 26-year-old Seidler said, recall- 
ing her conversation with the 
noted West German coach, “but 
he said, ‘Believe me. I know it 
works, but it takes a long, long 
time before It can be effective.’ ” 

Seidler, America’s most promi- 
nent women’s shot-putter for the 
last decade, recently spent six 
months in Munich training with 
Qehrmann and his two star pent- 
atHetes, Eva Wilms and. Beatrix 
Fbtlipp. Seidler d!di not take birth 
control pills in pursuit of better 
performances, but she now knows 
why European women athletes are 
so far ahead of their U A coun- 
terparts In the sport. 

During her time In West Ger- 
many. Seidler lost 24 pounds, im- 
proved her personal marks from 
56 feet 11 Inches to 61-2 1/4 and 
learned more about the shot put 
than she had in 12 previous years 
in the event. 

The culmination of her train- 
ing efforts came Friday night 
when she set a meet record to the 
Amateur Athletic Union national 
indoor championships at Madison 
Square Garden with a toss of 61 
feet. Last year, Seidler won her 
filth indoor title at 52-3 1/8. 

“What it really boiled down to,” 
the &-foot-2-inch Tufts University 
graduate said, “was that I train- 
ed for the first time in my life. 
With the situation the way it was 
In this country for women ath- 
letes, all I had to do was get out 
of bed, lace on my shoes and go 
out and win & national champion- 
ship. 

’T was always content with 
that, but I never really knew any- 
thing about the event, and I 
never learned how to enjoy it un- 
til recently.” 

Seidler. a pleasant, thoughtful 
individual with an engaging sense 
of humor, said toe was “always 
something of an oddity" in the 
United States as a woman toot- 
putter. 

Long Wait Ahead 
"There’s a lot of talent in- this 
country for women shot-putters, 
but it just doesn't occur to them 
to take up the event." she said. 
“It’s changing, but it'll be years 
before we see any results." 

In order to make the trip to 
West Germany, Seidler took a 


leave of absence from her job as 
a copy clerk la the sports depart- 
ment of the E3n Jose r Calif, t 
Mercury News. She also "took 
out a loan" of several thousand 
dollars Iran her father, who 
lives in Chicago. 

“The first six weeks over there, 

I was a nervous wreck." sh? re- 
c&llecX “I did a lot of sprinting 
and' jumping, neither of which I 
had ever done before in training 
for the shot. I trained twice a 
day, for four to five hours.” 
Much of the training was de- 
signed for strength and quick- 
ness, such as double standing 
long jumps strung together and 
short sprint drills. Seidler also 
lifted weights and practiced 
daily, always under Gehrmann’s 
studious eye. 

“I was made to feel at home 
by Christian and Eva," she mid, 
“and they were real generous 
with their time." 

Reversal of Trend 
It has become customary in 
recent years for foreign athletes 
to visit the United States in pur- 
suit of training and technology. 
Sadler's recent visit may start a 
new trend, particularly as US. 
women try to close the gap with 
their European rivals. 

Wilms broke the world record 
in the women's pentathlon last 
spring and threw tfi? four-kilo 
women's shot 70-3. Seidler 's push 
past 61 feet puts her in the 
world-class company cf many 
Eastern European competitors 
for the first time. The women’s 
world record. 73-2, was set by 
Helena Fibingerova of Czecho- 
slovakia last year. 

Seidler said Gehrmann didi net 
encourage her to take birth con- 
trol pills to maximize muscle 
mass. Gehrmann has adopted the 
pill as a legal substitute for ana- 
bolic steroids, the synthetic hor- 
mones now banned by the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee and 
most international federations. 

“The contraceptive pill can 
achieve fantastic results with 
women athletes.” Gehrmann was 
quoted as raying last spring. ' 
while acknowledging that a pro- 
gram had been constructed fer 
Wilma 

Gehrmann had worked with a 
West German gynecologist to de- 
termine the athlete's honnon? 
count and then selected a pill 
that would provide a balance to 
the program. 

“He didn’t make any big deal 
with it after we discussed it." 
Seidler eaid. “And I didn't feel I 
knew Eva well enough at the 
time to discuss it with her.”

I could see them gathering on 
the lawn overlooking the blue 
Pacific and everyone would break 
into “Hail to the Chief" as Nixon 
came out in the suit he wore when 
he was president. There would 
be tears in his eyes as be looked 
at those familiar faces and then 
he'd say, “I want you all to shape 
up.

Hollywood’s 30- Year-Old Dreyfuss Case

dios at 8 ajE. About 50 persons, 
cameramen, soundmen, wardrobe assis- 
tants, makeup men, and, naturally, actors, 
all chatting and getting it together. Sud- 
denly a voice: "Action.** And everyone 
freezes. Everyone except Richard Drey- 
fuss. 

He Is stretched out on a sofa, relaxed, 
as if he were the world's gift to life, as 
he lights up a cigarette beneath hiiiyhng 
spotlights. The filming takes but a min- 
ute. Then, “Cut.” The human status 
begin to move, the makeup men rush for- 
ward to touch up his face, while the 
hairdressers scurry to arrange the graying 
curls of the young actor. 

In spite of all the agitation, a great 
calm pervades the set. Here hi Hol- 
lywood, there Is none of the sound and 
fury so prevalent In Paris or Rome studios. 
Nobody shouting. Above all, not tranquil 
Jeremy Eagan, the young director of the 
“Big Fix.” Dreyfuss, the star, plays the 
role at Moses Wine, former hippy turned 
private dick. He is also the co-producer 
of the film (the first in his career) 
seconded by his childhood friend, Carl 
Borack. 

At 30, Dreyfuss is one of Azriedca's 
leading actors. In two months, two film*, 
“Close Encounters of the Third' Kind." 
directed by Steven Spielberg, and Herbert 
Ross's “Good-Bye Girl” have put him into 
top spot an the UB. screen. Not only is 
he “bankable,” but he Is also a strong 
contender lor an Oscar. 

Short far the movies at 5 feet 9 inches 
and brawny, Dreyfuss hasn't the silhouette 
of a star. A wide-open expression and 
mysterious glance that betrays the myopic, 
(he ordinarily wears glasses) ; a disturbing 
smile decorated by a mustache (obligatory 
for the “Big Fix”)— Dreyfuss certainly 
hasn't got that classic beauty, only 
magnetic zip and much personal charm.

Ka g an , the director, beckons him from 
his star-inscribed chair where he sits 
reading a book and asks. him to repeat 
the cigarette scene So once again, he 
begins a scene that we had all found 
perfect but which didn't quite satisfy 
Kagan. Calm, controlled, Dreyfuss does 
the remake. 

The filming is interrupted far lunch and 
everyone jumps into a giant limousine. 
They drive all of 500 feet and stop in 
Croat of the commissary.

I know all the details. . ' We're not 
from the same family though. My branch 
comes from Russia, while his stems from 
Alsace, and, incidentally, contains one less 
8 than mine. Talking about history, I 
have one great idol: Napoleon. I went 
to visit his tomb in Paris and was desply 
moved. I would give anything to be able 
to portray Napoleon In movies someday.*' 


At 18 he was commuting between. Los 
Angeles and New York doing theater, 
while landing a few small roles on tele- 
vision. In 1873, when be was appearing 
in “Major Barbara” in Los Angeles, George

“In four years I have m ad e eight films,

I wasn't fair about ‘Jaws.’ Before I saw

analysis, It’s a beautiful movie that I really 
enjoy. ‘Close Encounters’ is an excellent 
film, but not so hot for the actors. It's 
completely the director's, Steven Spiel- 
bergs baby, his and Douglas Trumbull’s, 
that special effects man with the magic 
touch. ‘Good-Bye Girt, 1 the story of an 
actor who goes to New York to get famous, 
was wonderful to play. I completely iden- 
tified with the character.
